DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9-14, and 16-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 1-3, 6, 7, 9-14, and 16-21, the prior art does not disclose an electronic 
camera and method of operating the camera with the combination of limitations specified in the 
claimed invention, specifically the limitations of: 

wherein the camera comprises a menu option coupled with a user input unit 
provided in the camera, the menu option and the user input unit enabling a user to select 
and set up a start information signal through the display unit from the information signals 
stored in the rewritable memory of the camera without connecting the camera to an 
external computer for setting the start information signal; wherein the start information 
signal includes a start image and a start sound to be selected from information stored in 
the rewritable memory of the camera, the menu option and the user input unit further 
enabling the user to record a sound, the sound recorded being stored in the rewritable 
memory, and further enabling the user to select the sound recorded as the start sound of 
the camera, as stated in claim 1 and similarly claimed in claims 16 and 20.
